Remenyi surely demonstrated last 
nig ht, at the Grand Opera House, his 
wonderful power and g enius as a vioUn- 
iat, and from the very outset held his 
hearers spell-bound nnder the inflnence 
of the matchless mnsic he evoked. 
It was a splendidly representative 
andienoe which g reeted the Remenyi 
Concert company, demonstrating the 
fact that onrs is a mnsic loving com 
mnnity, needing only the spur of some 
master hand to bring out the faculty 
which is allowed to lie dormant. 
Miss Florida Parsons g ave the first 
number, a piano solo, and rendered it in 
superb style, winning the very heartiest 
of applanse from her delig hted andienoe. 
Miss Florence Adler rendered as a 
vocal solo, ‘‘Eternemente,” and was the 
recipient of g enerous applause. She is 
a charming little ladv, and makes warm 
friends wherever she apjM^ars. 
Remenyi came next, with the instm- 
ment he loves so well, and then' was 
bat a mere ripple of applanse, scarce 
worth mentioning , the aodience seem­ 
ing determined to judg e the player npou 
his merits, waiting to hear him play, in 
order to ascertain if he be worthy of the 
g reat repntatiou which has been ac­ 
corded him in the daily journals of the 
country and East Liverpool. 
Is Remenyi an artist ? Can ho play 
upon the violin ? Can ho evoke mnsic 
from the instmmeut which will g ratify 
and delig ht competent critics and musi­ 
cians?

Mr. Baker can tm thfolly say today 
that he hit the mark with a dead center 
shot when he made the above statement, 
as the people were more than delig hted.

Said au ansophisticatorl youth, eager 
for the solution of niysterifsi, and also 
eager for the truth, to an eminent attor­ 
ney, a man of legal Iwe, b rainy and cul­ 
tured : 
“ Will you kindly tell me the differ- 
eno© existing Itetween a ‘license’ and a 
‘tax,’ in so far as it txnicernH the indi- 
v idual who applies for or is granted p<‘r- 
missirai to sell intoxicant*?’’ 
“ Well,” said the courteous and clev er 
limb of the law, “ yon hav e struck a 
question which has attracted much at­ 
tention at the hands and minds of 
numerous citixens of this state and twen 
of East Liv erjtool, and your item on this 
line will no doub t b e of tv iiiecial intcrt'st. 
License is especially pn» hib it« *d b y the 
constitution of the state of Ohio. 
Here 
is the plain law, enat'tiHl b y the general 
amemb ly of the state of Ohio. 
“ T hat upon the b usineMS of traftloking 
in spirituous, v inous, m alt or any iti- 
toxicating liquors, there shall b tt aiwe« s<-d 
yew ly, and shall lie paid into the txmnty 
treasury, as herein after prov idcHi, b y 
ev ery person, txiriKiration or co-partner­ 
ship engaged therein, and for each place 
w here such b nsiniwt is carried on b y or 
for such ptirsqn, corporation or co-part­ 
nership. the sum of tw o hundred and 
fifty dollars." (the new' law m akes this 
snin three hnndrHil w id fifty dollars.— 


E dit o r .) 
Then follows another pertinent jioint, 
which is of especial interest to the prop­ 
erty holder who rents his b uilding, rixim 
or nxims to saloonists, or partitw who in­ 
tend selling intoxicants; 
“ That said assessments, togetht'r with 
any increase ther« *of, astx>nalty thereon, 
shall attach and oix*rate as a hen upon 
the real property on and within which 
such liusintiss Is conducted, as of the 
fourth Monday of May of eaeh yjnir, and 
shall lie paid at the times prov ided for 
b y law for the payment of taxtw on real 
or personal prtqxirty within this state, 
to-w it: One-half on or b efore the ‘JOth 
day of June, and one-half on or liefore 
the aoth day of Decemb er of ettch yetir." 
Further than this, “ the lien attaclms 
to the real estate, although the traffic is 
carried ou b y a hwsee without the 
knowledge or couseut of thti lessor or 
owner, audiu v iolation of the oonditi ms 
of the lease.’’ 
Further than this, the law expressly 
prov ides that, in case of noti payment of 
this tax, preceutage shall b e added 
thereto, aud this tax shall take precai- 
denoe of any and all liens ou goods or 
chattels, or on the b sir fixtures or 
furniture, litiuors, leasehold aud other 
g xxls aud chattels usA-d in carrying tm 
such b usiness. 
Further. “The sale of iutoxioatiug 
liquors, 
whether distilled, malt 
or 
v iuons, on the first day of the week, 
commonly called Sunday, is unlawful. 
The v iolator shall b e fimxl in any sum 
not exceeding one hundnid dollars, and 
b e imprisoned in the county jail or city 
prison not less than ten days aud not ex­ 
ceeding thirty days,’’ 
As the law ou the sub ject of selling 
intoxicants now stands in Ohio, any 
man or woman, no matter of what class 
or repute, can fit up a sjiloou and sell 
liquor, simply b eing compelled to pay 
the Dow tax. Of course, if they b reak 
the law thereafter, b y selling on Sun­ 
day, selling to minors, hab ituals, or 
selling at forb idden hours, they can b e 
punished to the lim it; b ut they can sim­ 
ply stand the punishment, pay the fines, 
and continue their nefarious and illegal 
work, only b eing careful that they are 
not detected in the act. In other words, 
no matter how often they transgress or 
b reak the law, in the awfully danger­ 
ous b usiness they are in, the law sti I 
permits them to sell and deal oat Intox­ 
icants. 
Where lies the remedy ? Only b y and 
through the enactment of b etter laws. 
Only b y arousing 
a 
pub lic 
senti­ 
ment which will compel our law­ 
makers to 
look after 
the safety, I 
b ody and 
soul,

cm* room s to saloonists, or parties w ho in 
tend selling in to x ic an ts: 
" T h a t said assessm ents, together w ith 
any increase thereof, as penalty thereon, 
shall attach and operate as a hen upon 
th e real property on and w ith in w hich 
such business is conducted, as of the 
fourth M onday of M ay of each year. and 
shall be paid a t the tim es provided for 
by law for tho paym ent of taxes on real 
or personal property w ith in th is state, 
to-w it: 
O ne-half on or before th e 20th 
day of Ju n e , and one-half on o r before 
th e 20th day of D ecem ber of each y e ar.” 
F u rth e r th an this, " th e lien attaches 
to th e real estate, although th e traffic is 
carried on by a 
lessee w ithout the 
know ledge or consent of th e lessor or 
ow ner, and in violation of th e oouditi ans 
of th e lease.” 
F a rth e r th an th is, the law expressly 
provides th a t, in case of nou paym ent of

com m only called Sunday, is unlaw ful. 
T he violator shall bo fined in an y sum 
not exceeding one hundred dollars, aud 
be im prisoned in the county jail or city 
prison not less than ten days am i not ex­ 
ceeding th irty d ay s.” 
As th e law on the subject of selling 
intoxicants now stands in Ohio, any 
m an or w om an, no m atter of w h at class 
or repute, can fit up a saloon and sell 
liquor, sim ply being com pelled to pay 
th e Dow tax. 
O f course, if th ey break 
th e law th ereafter, by selling on S u n ­ 
day, selling to m inors, h a b itu a l, or 
selling at forbidden hours, th ey can bo 
punished to th e lim it; but th ey oan sim ­ 
ply stan d th e punishm ent, pay tho fines, 
and continue th eir nefarious and illegal 
w ork, only being careful th a t th ey are 
not detected in th e act.

DELGADO CAUGHT W ITH ARMS.

auditorium. This entrance is pronounced 
by the architect to be the best public 
stairway in the city.
